John W. A, Cluett. 


John W. A. Cluett of Troy died suddenly 
in his apartments at the Waldorf-Astoria 
, on, Friday evening. His death was due to 
heart troublé. Mr. Cluett and his wife came 
to this city about two weeks ago and were 
preparing to sail on a pleasure trip around 
the world. They had planned to spend ‘about 


three years in traveling, and had booked 
passages for Europe. Mr. Cluett became ill 
while in the hotel on Friday evening, and 
died soon afterward. ; 

Mr. Cluett was sixty-Six years old. He 
was one of the leading citizens of Troy, be- 
ing best known as a member of the large 
collar and shirt manufacturing company. 
He was born in Wolverhampton, England, 
but came to this country at an early age. 
His father founded the music business in 
Troy, now conductetd by other of the sons. 
John W. A. Cluett began his career in the 
collar business in 1853, and in 1863 became 
a manufacturer. He was deeply interested 
in religious matters, giving liberally for 
the support of churches and religious socie- 
ties. He also took an active interest in 
' scientific subjects, and was an extensive 
traveler, 

Mr. Cluett leaves a wife and two daugh- 
ters, The former was Miss Elizabeth B. 
Bontecan, The daughters are Mrs. C. Van- 
derbilt Barton of Colorado Springs and Miss 
Louisa B. Cluett of Troy. 


Henry I. Hoyt. 


Henry I. Hoyt died at his home, High- 
wood, South Norwalk, Conn., shortly be- 
fore noon yesterday from a general break- 
ing down of the system caused by old age. 
He was one of Norwalk’s oldest and most 
` respected residents. Mr. Hoyt was in his 
eighty-fifth year. In his younger days he 
was identified with Norwalk manufacturing 
interests, being the founder of the Norwalk 
Spirit Factory, now of New York, Norwalk, 
and Bridgeport. He was assisted in this en- 
terprise by Thomas Morrison, the firm name 
being Hoyt & Morrison. Later he was in- 
terested in the Norwalk Iron Works, and 
for a number of years was President of the 
company: Upon retiring Mr. Hoyt reaped 
an enormous profit, it is said, for his inter- 
est in both concerns. He had also been con- 
nected with the Lincrusta Walton Company 
of New York. He had also many New York 
investments, and was a financier of note. 
Being of a quiet and retiring disposition, 
Mr. Hoyt shunned public office and never 
entered politics, He is survived by three 
daughters and three sons—Mrs. Brent Good, 
Mrs. H. M. Roof of New York, Mrs. William 
Coley of Bridgeport, Frederick T. Hoyt of 
San Francisco, Frank Hoyt of Brooklyn, 
and Augustus Hoyt of St. Louis. 


Joun C. Mott. 


John C, Mott died at Warminster, Bucks 
County, Penn., on Friday night, after a 
short illness. He was born in Half Moon, 
Saratoga County, Sept. 3, 1849, and was the 
son of Samuel R. Mott, who was at one 
time a member of the Assembly from Madi- 
eon County. Mr. Mott had lived in this city 
for many years, and at the time of his 
death was Secretary, Treasurer, Director, 
and New York manager of the Genesee 
Fruit Company, Secretary and Director of 
the Weston-Mott Company of Utica, and a 
member of the firm of C. S. Mott & Co. of 
this city. He was a member of the New 
New York Athletic Club. Twenty-seven 
years ago he married Miss Isabela T. 
Stewart of Newark, who survives him. Mr. 
Mott aleo is survived by a son, Charles S. 
Mott, and a daughter, Miss Edith S. Mott, 
both of this city. The funeral will be held 
from his residence, 230 Central Park South, 
and burial will be at Hamilton, Madison 
County. 


Col. George N. Terry. 


Col. George N. Terry, the first proprietor 
of the Hoffman House, died in Atlantic City, 
N. J., on Friday night. Col. Terry was a 
native of Providence, R. I, where he was 
born sixty-one years ago. He went West 
when young, and with his brother engaged 
in several hotel enterprises. He lived in 


Lima, Ohio, for several years. From that 
city he went to Cleveland, where he was 
also engaged in the hotel business, and 
shortly after the Hoffman House was 
opened in this city in 18U4. he became ite 
proprietor. Col. Terry was an importer of 
high-class cattle from Europe, and his race 
horses were noted on Western tracks. Thir- 
ty years ago he retired from the manage- 
ment of the Hoffman House. He was un- 
married. His body will probably be taken 
_ to Providence for burial. 


Thomas Woodson Lowell. 


Thomas Woodson Lowell died yesterday 
at his home, 28 South Portland Avenue, 
Brookiyn. He was born in Claremont, N. 
H., in 1841, coming of an old New England 
family, and received his schooling in Bel- 
lows Falls, Vt., Milwaukee, and Buffalo. 
In 1859 he came to New York and engaged 
in mercantile pursuits. He became con- | 


nected with the firm of Lesher, Whitman & 
Co, of 502 Broadway, in which he was a 
partner at the time of his death. He was 
a member of the New England Society, the 
Oxford Club, the Riding and Driving Club, 
the Crescent Athletic Club, and the Dyker 
Meadow Golf Club, ail of Brooklyn. A 
widow and two daughters survive him. The 
funeral will be held to-day at 4 P. M.

He was also President of the Rhode 
Island and Adventure Copper Mining Com- 
panies and had large interests on the Pa- 
cific Coast. He had been a member of the 
Union League Club since 1868 and was also 
a member of the Lotos Club. His wife 
died about three years ago. He is survived 
py one son, T. Henry Mason of this city. 


John Hein’s Body to be Cremated. 


The body of John Hein, who died 
Friday night at his home, 63 Union 
Avenue, in the Williamsburg section 
of Brooklyn, wil? be incinerated to- 
morrow in the Fresh Pond crematory.
